PREAMBLE 

The Department of Defense of the United States of America and the Ministry Of Defense of 
Bosnia And Herzegovina, hereinafter referred to as the Parties, desiring to fiarther the 
interoperability, readiness, and effectiveness of their respective mihtary forces through increased 
logistic cooperation, have resolved to conclude this Acquisition and Cross- Servicing Agreement 
(the Agreement), 



I. PURPOSE 

This Agreement is entered into for the purpose of establishing basic terms, conditions, and 
procedures to facilitate the reciprocal provision of logistic support, supplies, and services as that 
term is defined in Article III of this Agreement. 



II. APPLICABILITY 

1. This Agreement is designed to facilitate reciprocal logistic support between the Parties to be 
used primarily during combined exercises, training, deployments, operations, or other 
cooperative efforts, and for unforeseen circumstances or exigencies in which one of the Parties 
may have a need of logistic support, supplies, and services. 

2. This Agreement applies to the reciprocal provision of logistic support, supplies, and services 
between the military forces of one Party by the other Party in return for either cash payment or 
the reciprocal provision of logistic support, supplies, and services to the military forces of the 
other Party. 

3. All activities of the Parties under this Agreement and any Implementing Arrangements shall 
be carried out in accordance with their respective laws and regulations. All obligations of the 

■ Parties under this Agreement and any Implementing Arrangements shall be subject to the 
availability of funds for such purposes.

IV. TERMS AND CONDITIONS 

1 . Each Party shall make its best efforts; consistent with/national priorities, to satisfy requests 
from the other Party under this Agreement for logistic support, supplies, and services. However, 
when an Implementing Arrangement contains a stricter standard for satisfying such requests, that 
standard shall apply. 

2. Orders may be placed or accepted only by the points of contact (POCs); or designees, 
identified by the Parties in Annexes B through I of this Agreement. When military forces of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina require logistic support, supplies, or services outside the U.S. European 
Command (USEUCOM Area of Responsibility (AdR)v they may place orders directly with the 
CO gnizant POC or may seek the assistance of .USEUGOM', or a USEUCOM Component 
Command, to place an order with a non-USEUCOM POC. ■ 



3. An Implementing Arrangeraent under this Agreement; may be negotiated pn behalf of the 
U.S. Department of Defense by Headquarters,* USEUCOMy the Headquarters pf-otheCiUnited _ . 
States combatant comihandSi or their designated subordi^attp commands. Implementing 
Arrangemesnts may be negojtiated on,behal£ of therMinistry ,Qf Defense .of Rosnia and . . .....

V. REIMRURSEMEN.T. \ , 

1 . For transfers of logistic support j supplies, and, services under this . Agreernent j. the P arties; shall 
agree for payment either iDy cash ("reimbursable transactionV-), or by replacement-in-kind.or an r; 
equal- value exchange ("exchange, transaction"). The rpeetyiJJg Party shall pay the supplying . \ 
Party as provided in either paragraph la: or paragraph- Ib'.'pf this- Article, as agreed>= . - =, > . ; 



• a. Reimbursable Transaction . The siippl3dng Party shair submit Invoices to the receiving 
Party after dehVeiy or performance of the logistic support, ' supplies, and sei"vices. Both Parties 
shall provide for the payment of ail transactions' and each Party shall invoice the ottier Party at 
least once every 3 months for all completed' traflsactions not previously invoiced, hivoices shall 
be accompaniied by necessary support docilment^tibh aiid shall be paid wifhin 30 days of the date 
prepared. In pricing a reimbursable transae-lioii, the Parties agree t'6 the following reciprocal 
pricing principles:

(2) In the case of Transfer from the supplying Party's own resources, the 
supplying Party shall charge the same price it charges its own forces for identical logistic 
sup|)ortj supplies,- and sendees^ as' b occurs, less amounts 
excluded' by Article VI of tliis Agreemfehtl-'Ih any case whiere a'pfieehasijot been established or 
charges- are not made for one's! "dv^h fo^Ces^, the'^PartieSi shall' ag!tee oh a prioe in advance, reflecting 
reciprocal pricing principles, excluding charjgeis that are- precluded und6r=these same reciprocal 
pricing principles 

b. Exchange Transaction . Exchange transactions maybe by replacement-in-kind or 
equal-value-exchange. Both Parties shall maintain records of all transactions. The receiving 
Party shall pay by transfcrriilg to the supplying Party logistic support, suppHes, arid services that 
are agreed between the Parties to'be in kind or of eqtial^ monetary value to the logistic support, 
suppUek, and Services delivefbd-or performed by the supplying Party. If the receiving Party does 
riot complete the" exchange v/ithin the tdtms of a rep-lacerilent schedule, agreed to or in effect at 
the time of the ori'giilal transaction, which may not exceed one (1) year from the date of the 
original transaction, the transaction shall be deemed reimbursable and goyemed by paragraph la 
above, except that the price shall be established using actual or estimated prices in effect on the 
date payment would otherwise have been due. 

c. Establishment of Price or Value. The following pricing mechanisms are provided to 
clarify application' of the reciprocal pricing principles. The' price estabhshed for inventory stock 
materiel shall be the supplying Party's stock list price.. The price fornew procurement 'shall be 
the same price paid to the contractor or vendor by the supplying Party. The price for services 
rendered will be the supplying Party's standard price, or, if not applicable, the costs directly 
associated with providing the services. For exainfxle,' for repair and maintenance services the 
costs would be the supply stock list prices plus actual labor costs and any other costs directly 
associated with providing the service, e.g. , the appropriate proportion of temporary duty (TDY) 
per dieiii and transportation costs if the service i's rendered in a TDY status. Prices charged shall 
exclude all'taxes 'and duties- which the receiving Party is exempted from paying under other 
agreements which the Govenunents of the Parties have concluded. Upon request, the Parties 
agree to provide information sufficient to verify that these reciprocal pricing principles have been 



followed and that prices do not -include waived or excluded costs. 

d. Means of Paymen t. The following means of pa5'ment shall be acceptable: 

(1) Pavment-in-cash . Payment shall be made in the currency of the supplying 
Party of as otherwise agreed in the Order: ■ : . ■= ■ . 

(2) Replacement'in-kind . When Replacement-in-kind is used as the method of 
payment, the receiving Party shall, within one year of receipt, replace or return supplies in the 
same condition and conforming to the same configuration as the supplies provided by the 
supplying Party; or, if so agreed, a later configuration. The receiving Party is resporisibie for 
negotiating return transportation and delivery to the location designated by the supplying Party at ' 
the time of request. If the receiving Party does not replaces iretum supplies within "one year; • 
payment must be in cash. ; vf ■. " 

. (3) Equal-value- ex change . Tothe extent possible, when Equal-valiie-excharige is 
the desired method of payment, prior to the provision ofthe requested support both Parties shall " 
agree on the goods and services that shall be accepted for payment and their Value. If the 
receiving Party does not provide^ the agreed upon goods or services; within one year of the " 
original transaction, payment must be in cash. . • ; . ; y': ■ • : ■ 

2. When a definitive price for the Order is not agreed to in advance, the Order, pending 
agreement on final price, shall set forth a maximum liability for the Party ordering the logistic 
support, supplies, and services.- Thie Parties -shall then prdrnptly enler 'into" negotiation to 
estabhsh the final price. 

3. POCs for payments and collections for each Party are identified in annexes to this ■ - 
Agreement. ' 

4. Logistic support, supplies, and services that are available for a lesser price under anothei: 
agreement shall be priced under this Agreement- at the lower price. ■ - 

VI. WAIVED OR EXCLUDED COSTS 

Insofar as national laws and regulations permit, the Parties shall ensure that any readily 
identifiable duties, taxes, and similar charges are not imposed on activities conducted under this 
Agreement. The Parties shall cooperate to provide proper documentation to maximize tax and 
customs relief. The Parties shall inform each other whether-the price charged for logistic 
support, supplies, or services includes taxes or duties, hi determining whether duties, taxes and 
similar charges should be levied, the pricing principles in Article V, and in particular Article V, 
paragraph 1 , subparagraph c, will govern the value of the support, supplies, or services provided 
by the supplying Party, 



VII. SECURITY OF INFORMATION ^ 

It is the intent of the Parties that activities under this Agreement and any Implementing _ 

Arrangements be carried out at the unclassified level. Unless specifically authorized by separate 
written agreement or arrangement, no. classified information or material-shall be provided or 
generated under this Agreement or any Implementing Arrangements. 

VIIL INTERPRETATION AND REVISION OFi INFORMATION 

1 . Any disagreements regarding the interpretation or application of this Agreement, any 
Implementing ^toangements, :pr i^^ hereunder shall be resolved through 
consultation between the. Parties ; and shall not be referred to any international tribunal or third 
party for settlement. 

2. Either Party: may,. at any time, request Tevisioji;of this Agreement by giving the other Party 
ninety (.90)4ays;advance;->vritten:notice, ,;In .the event such a request is made, the two Parties shall 
promptly enter into negotiations. . This, Agreement may be amended.only by. written agreement 
between the Parties. Replacement of Annexes B through I;, which list POCs, may be done by a 
Party transmitting the replacement Annex to the other Party through military channels, without 
formal amendment of this Agreement. 

IX. ENTRY INTO FORCE AND TERMINATION 

This Agreement, which consists of a Preamble, Articles I-IX, and Annexes A through M, shall 
enter into force on the date of the last signature, and shall remain in force for a period of ten years 
unless terminated by either Party giving not less than 180 days notice in writing to the other 
Party. At any time during the final year of the ten-year term of this Agreement, the Parties may 
agree to extend its term for an additional ten years. Notwithstanding termination of this 
Agreement, all reimbursement obligations incurred pursuant to its terms shall remain binding on 
the responsible Party until satisfied.
